insurance  companies,  the  Equitable  and  the  New 
York  Lite,  will  cease  to  accept  new  business 
Brazil. 

With  a  difference:  that  the  Eauitable,  while 
the  question  was  being  discussed,  always  declared 
that  it  would  withdraw  if  the  bill  was  convened 
into  law,  and  as  soon  as  it  was  sanctioned  declared 
that  it  would  maintain  all  existing  contracts,  but 
that  it  would  not  accept  new  business  after  the  Jth 
of.  September,  (sic)  on  which  date  the  term  ex- 
pired ;  and  the  New  York  Life,  ihat  vigorously 
pushed  ihe  bill  through  and  whose  local  directory 
for  more  lhan  once  declared  that  the  company 
would  not  withdraw  and  would  accept  the  new 
legislation,  waited  In  the  very  last  day  of  the 
term  granted  to  declare,  as  it  lias  declared  to-day 
to  its  policy-holders,  that  it  maintains  the  existing 
coniracts  and  all  its  staff  in  Brazil  with  the  only 
purpose  to  assist  in  the  final  liquidation  of  the 
existing  contracts,  but  (hat  it  will  not  accept  new 
business  on  account  nf  the  $%  tax  on  premiums 
that  is  being  discussed  in  ttie  Chamber. 

This  is,  therefore,  the  cnnfirmition  of  what  was 
said,  that  the  local  directory  of  the  New  York 
Life  was  interested  in  Hie  passage  of  the  law, 
although  the  officers  of  the  company  were  not 
disposed  to  submit  to  the  new  legislation.  And 
this  with  what  object  ?  It  is  what  the  future  will 
show,  which  we  are  awaiiinsj,  feeling  certain  that 
all  our  predictions  will  be  confirmed.

Here  is  the  sketch  of  the  erne  in  its  briefest  out- 
lines. The  project  imptMintf  certain  onus  on  the 
foreign  companies  established  In  the  country  was 
presented;  one  ol  them,  the  Equitable,  declared 
at  once  that  it  could  not  remain  under  the  proposed] 
legislation,  and  if  conveited  intn  law  would  with- 
draw. Ihe  other  one,  the  New  York  Life,  played 
the  part  of  Argus,  now  opening  the  eye*  of  the 
Home  Office  to  the  inconvenience  of  the  new  law 
now  closing  them  and  opening  instead  those  of  the' 
Local  Direciory  to  the  acceptability  of  the  onus 
imposed  by  ihe  law  and  that  the  company  should 
transact  ImsinesJ  as  heretofore, 

Many  were  those  who  considered  it  rather  strange 
lhat  the  company  wis  prepared  to  grant  excep. 
tional  guarantees  to  its  assured  in  Brazil,  without 
prejudice  to  the  remaining  assured  and  with  no 
extra  charges  on  the  former;  but  they  formally 
declared  that  they  accepted  the  law,  which  was 
advocated  bv  them,  and  so  well  did  1  hey  manage 
the  affair  that  the  law  became  an  accomplished 
fact, 

The  regulations  of  the  new  law  had  to  be  com- 
plied with  in  60  days.  The  Equilahle,  in  accord- 
ance witli  its  earlier  declaration*,  declared  at  once 
after  the  approval  of  the  law  that  it  could  not  accept 
the  new  regimen  ;  the  other  company  allowed  the 
60  days  to  pass  unlil  the  last  moment,  and  only 
yesterday  deigned  to  make  known  that  it  also  with- 
draws. 

It  would  no  doubt  seem  strange  that  the  local 
director,  after  saying  "  yes  "  for  so  long  a  time, 
says  "no"  in  the  mh  hour,  and  goes  on  playing 
with  mankind  when  stating  that  the  company  re- 
tires on  account  of  the  tax  of  5  per  cent,  on  the 
premiums  payable  by  the  assured  now  under  dis- 
cussion in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  in  connection 
wilh  the  budget. 

In  face  of  such  a  declaration  people  remain  per. 
plexed  and  open-mouthed,  hesitating  to  believe  in 
their  senses,  and  it  is  clear  that  the  man  is  con. 
vinced  that  mankind  is  only  a  lot  of  fools  and  must 
be  treated  ai  such. 

This  tax  of  5  per  cent,  was  already  nnder  discus- 
sion last  year  and  was  thrown  out.  and  none  of  the 
companies  then  thought  of  retirement ;  but  this 
year,  before  anybody  knows  what  resolution  will 
i>e  taken,  the  very  mention  of  it  is  enough  to 
frighten  the  New  York  Life  away. 

And  the  reason  it  gives,  which  we  submit  to  any- 
body conversant  with  insurance  affairs,  is  that  this 
lax  would  render  necessary  a  modification  of  the 
tables  ol  the  companies  with  reference  to  their 
Brazilian  assured,  the  elaboration  of  which  would 
be  connected  with  the  greatest  difficulties.  How- 
ever,  it  is  no  secret  that  the  companies  have  differ- 
ent tables  according  to  respective  climates  and 
other  circumstances ;  and  if  such  was  not  the  case, 
even  the  blind  would  see  the  remedy,  which  the 
Local  Directory  knows  better  than  we  do,  whose 
affair  this  is  not,  and  which  would  simply  be  not 
to  alter  the  tables  at  all,  but  make  the  assured  pay 
the  tax  in  addition  to  and  at  the  same  time  as  the 
premium.  This  is  the  solution  of  the  complicated 
problem. 

And  besides,  the  powerful  company,  that  has 
representatives  so  clever  and  influential,  if  con- 
Miuffing  n  $  per  cent,  tax  on  the  premiums  a  pro- 
litem  of  difficult  solution,  would  as  easily  or  with 
even  less  effort  lhan  it  used  fir  the  passage  of  the 
liw,  so  eagerly  opposed  by  the  other  company  and 
number  of  assured,  have  had  same  rejected  with 
the  support  of  all.* 

There  is  still  another  thing  which  proves  to  what 
extent  the  Local  Direcory  played  wilh  the  good 
frith  of  others.  As  the  foreign  companies  main- 
tain their  earlier  contracts  and  carrythem  out  until 
iheir  final  liquidation,  the  New  York  Life  would 
with  reference  to  these  assured,  if  the  tax  was 
voted  and  the  5  per  cent,  should  be  collected  on 
future  premiums,  have  to  resolve  thia  problem  of 
equally  complicated  solution,  which  decided  its 
actual  course  of  action  with  regard  to  the  assured, 
with  the  only  difference  that  the  old  assured  would 
have  to  submit  to  ihe  new  and  unforseen  terms 
not  stipulated  in  their  contracts,  whilst  the  new 
ones  would  be  fully  aware  of  same  and  could  not 
act  as  suited  them  best. 

Another  declaration  made  by  the  New  York  Life 
is  also  of  an  interesting  nature.  The  company, 
notwithstanding  their  abstaining  from  doing  new 
business,  maintains  the  same  staff  and  the  same 
agencies.  This  is  a  reason  of  condolence  to  the  old 
assured,  as  the  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
said  staff,  which  were  justifiable  by  the  constant 
increase  of  the  business,  will  now  that  the  company 
makes  no  new  contracts  have  to  be  covered  out  ol 
the  surplus  corresponding  to  the  old  ones. 

But  the  last  part  in  this  comedy,  in  which  the 
National  Congress  played  the  clown,  has  not  come 
off  yet.  The  purpose  in  view  was  to  expel  the 
foreign  insurance  companies  and  same  was  carried 
out.  It  remains  now  to  see  their  further  intentions, 
and  we  shall  do  so  soon  when  the  mask  is  thrown 
off.

After  all  the  story  contains  nothing  new.  It  is 
only  a  question  of  protection  of  the  national  indus- 
try. Show  me  a  manufacturer  who  dues  not  cry 
for  an  increase  in  the  custom  house  duties  in  order 
to  oblige  the  consumer  to  pay  more  dearly  for 
what  he  wants.  He  acts  at  least  opetihanded  and 
enables  us  to  know  what  he  wants;  he  argues  that 
what  he  pays  for,  the  labor,  remains  in  the  country 
and  holds  forth  the  competition  amongst  the 
national  factories  and  that  the  good  old  times  and 
prices  would  come  back.  The  case  of  the  insur- 
ance companies  is,  however,  a  different  one.  None 
of  them  would  nationalize  itself,  but  one  of  them 
wanted  to  have  a  rope  applied  to  its  throat,  pro- 
claiming ihe  satisfaction  it  felt  to  lie  hanged,  and 
freeing  itself  at  last  from  the  loop,  stretched  out 
its  tongue  in  self-satisfaction  and  mockery  of  those 
who  stuck  in  the  trap.

One  day 
they  may  present  to  Confess  another  project  modi, 
lying  the  old  contracts;  and  Congress  will  do  as 
they  like  for  the  benefit  of  our  national  interests  ;

We  would  say  that  it  is  on  easier  task  to  do 
that  than  oblige  the  foreign  insurance  companies 
lo  modify  iheir  tables  in  connection  with  the  5% 
tax  that  has  not  yet  been  voted.  A  friend  of  mine, 
a  most  evil-tongued  one,  almost  as  evil-tongued 
as  Lieutenant  Cosme  de  Moraes,  told  me  that  the 
New  York  Life  Insurance  Company,  if  it  ever  had 
a  thought  ol  lemaiiiing  in  Brazil  after  the  passage 
of  the  law,  which  it  promoted  just  in  order  10  have 
a  pretext  to  withdraw,  ought  to  have  commenced 
transferring  part  of  its  reserves  as  soon  as  Hie  law 
was  sanctioned,  and  have  prepared  the  lists  of 
their  assured  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of 
the  same  law,  as  they  had  only  60  days  lor  com- 
pleting this.  And  to  say  now  that  they  withdraw 
on  account  of  the  5%  tax  is  a  story  to  put  babies 
asleep.  The  same  might  have  been  of  some 
weight,  if  a  similar  decision  had  been  passed  alter 
the  company  had  made  the  necessary  preparations 
to  lemain  under  the  new  regimen.  Rut  everybody 
knew  that  the  company,  while  its  neighbor  declared 
from  the  first  day  that  it  would  withdraw,  only 
awaited  some  plausible  pretext  to  retire  itself.  No 
such  pretext  having  presented  itself,  the  company 
had  recourse  to  a  bad  one.  The  fact  is  that  when 
last  year  a  similar  tax  was  discussed,  the  New 
Yoik  Life  immediately  made  a  vigorous  opposition 
to  it  in  the  local  press,  whereas  the  company,  now 
that  the  project  appears,  takes  absolutely  no  steps 
against  its  adoption,  and  withdraws  thanking  God 
for  having  found  an  excuse,  if  even  of  the  poorest 
nature,  in  order  to  do  what  it  wished  to  do  long 
ago.  It  would,  however,  seem  somewhat  exacting 
on  the  part  of  these  people  to  wish  to  prevent 
others  from  reiterating  what  has  been  the  common 
talk,  namely  that,  whilst  proclaiming  their  disin- 
terestedness and  their  care  for  their  assured,  they 
only  had  purposes  of  their  own  in  view.  Or  is  it 
after  all  possible  that  they  did  not  wholly  act  with 
a  view  to  suiting  their  own  interests,  but  was  in- 
duced by  motives  of  n  generous  nature  ?  They 
managed  Congress  as  they  liked,  throwing  dust  in 
its  eyes,  and  availing  themselves  of  the  nativism  of 
some  and  ihe  indifference  of  others,  brought  giisi 
to  their  mill,  and  now  they  take  offense  at  hearing 
people  relating  facts  !  And  they  withdraw  with 
the  excuse  of  the  $%  tax  and  others  may  think 
that  this  is  true.  And  everybody  is  satisfied  with 
the  part  that  he  has  played.  They  also  leave  me 
Ihe  consolation  of  thinking  that  I  did  not  fare  worse 
than  the  confederates  of  this  campaign.

If  we  only  were  well-governed  ! 

It  is  a  matter  of  slight  importance  where  the 
good  comes  from,  when  it  is  a  question  of  one's 
native  country.  But  we  are  badly  governed.  A 
recent  question,  a  matter  of  the  slightest  import 
ance,  even  makes  us  doubt  of  the  perspicacity  of 
government.  We  mean  the  foreign  insurance 
companies.  Two  were  established  in  this  country. 
One  01  them,  it  was  said,  intended  to  leiire,  its 
affairs  being  far  from  satisfactory. 

The  project  of  the  establishment  of  a  national 
company  was  also  discussed;  but  the  persistency 
of  the  other  company,  whose  affairs  were  prosper- 
ous, was  an  encumbrance.  The  passage  of  a  law 
was  then  promoted,  which  would  place  these 
companies  under  a  special  regimen.  And  the 
company  that  wished  to  ictire  used  every  effort  in 
order  to  have  the  law  approved. 

Did  not  Congress  see  the  absurdity  of  the  fact 
that  a  concern  used  efforts  hi  order  to  have  regu- 
lations adopted  that  placed  it  at  a  disadvantage  in 
comparison  with  the  privileges  it  had  enjoyed 
before  ?  Did  Congress  not  perceive  that  there 
was  some  occult  reason  for  the  same  ?  The  law 
was  adopted  and  now  the  company  declares  that  it 
does  not  accept  the  new  regimen,  not  on  account 
of  the  regimen  itself,  but  in  view  of  the  $%  tax 
on  ihe  premiums  paid  by  the  assured.  Thus  this 
company  could  submit  to  a  regimen  that  obliged 
it  to  transfer  to  this  country  part  of  its  reserves,  a 
regimen  that  affected  its  private  administration, 
but  declined  to  accept  the  $%  tax-,  which  has  to 
be  paid  by  the  assured  without  altering  its  actual 
tables. 

Does  the  Chancer  want  a  proof  that  it  was  de- 
ceived by  those  who  promoted  this  law?  Does 
the  Chamber  want  a  proof  that  this  ridiculous 
excuse  of  the  $%  tax  is  a  mockery  of  our  common 
sense?  Exclude  then  the  tax  from  the  budget 
and  give  the  company  60  days  moie  in  order  to 
transfer  lo  this  country  the  reserves  corresponding 
to  the  contracts  made  in  Brazil. 

If  it  is  a  bona-fide  company,  it  will  accept  the 
new  regimen  ;  if  not,  the  same  is  a  confession  of 
their  having  illuded  the  good  faith  of  Congress. 

There  is  still  another  question  of  an  equally 
secondary  nature,  but  not  ilie  less  characteristic.

QUESTIONS    OF    THE   DAY.— THE   IN- 
SURANCE   COMPANIES. 
In  the  publications  recently  made  by  the   repre- 
sentative of  the   New  York    Life    there  are   some 
passages  we  cannot  leave  without  comment. 

He  says  that  the  New  York  Life  consents  to  the 
establishment  of  anew  National  Company  by  its 
representatives  in  Brazil,  invested  with  the  full 
confidence  of  the  Company  and  actim;  as  its 
agents,  which  they  will  continue  to  be,  wiih  a  view 
to  doing  new  business  under  the  regulations  and 
precedents  that  distinguished  so  much  and  added  to 
so  great  an  extent  lo  the  splendour  of  that  North 
American  concern. 

What  connection  has  the  consent  of  ihe  New 
York  Life  with  the  establishment  of  a  National 
Company  ? 

We  would  mention  the  following.  One  of  tlie 
arguments  employed  by  the  advocates  of  the  re- 
cently promulgated  law  with  reference  lo  the  For- 
eign Insurance  Companies  was  the  drainage  of 
funds  from  tlie  country  ;  but  as  the  law  had  only 
regard  to  the  Foreign  Companies,  the  National 
Company  to  be  established  under  ilie  rules  and 
precedents  of  a  foreign  company  is  precluded  by 
no  law  fmm  remitting  (o  this  foreign  company, 
whose  agents  its  founders  will  continue  lobe, 
the  premiums  collected  from  the  assuied,  or  to 
employ  the  same  otherwise  abroad  as  may  suit 
their  interests, 

And  nothing  prevents  the  other  dispositions  of 
the  law  from  being  eluded  as  well  as  this  one,  II 
for  instance  the  National  Company  wishes  to 
make  its  policies  binding  only  after  the  approval  or 
acceptance  of  the  New  York  Life,  there  is  no  law 
thai  precludes  it  from  doing  so,  as  the  one  recent- 
ly passed  had  only  reference  to  \}m  foreign  com- 
panies, ami  does  not  include  the  national  ones. 

Thus  the  new  National  Company  may  continue 
tod"  business  for  the  New  York  Life,  after  freeing 
itself    from    Ihe   competition    of  the  Equitable,  as 

ell  as  any  other  foreign  company,  and  will  re- 
main under  far  more  advantageous  conditions  than 
the  genuine  national  companies  in  view  of  the  sup- 
port  given  by  the  New  York  Life. 

If  Congress  really  bore  in  mind  the  drainage  of 
capital  from  the  country,  there  is  still  time  to 
id  the  evil  kept  in  view  by  obliging  ihe  na- 
tional companies  also  to  invest  in  this  country  the 
money  received  as  premiums  on  respective  assur- 
ances  effected  in  Brazil. 

Unless  this  is  done,  the  law  may  be  eluded  by 
any  National  Company  established  by  foreigners.

ISLE  BE  MARTINIQUE. 
We  have  been  looking  forward  to  Mar- 
tinique as  the  queen  of  Hie  Ciribbees,  and 
in  some  respects  were  not  disappointed, 
rhe  island  is  one  of  ihe  most  beautiful  in 
its  outlines,  admirably  cultivated,  peopled 
with  lively  and  enterprising  inhabitants  and 
full  of  sights  and  sounds  which  attract  and 
entertain  the  traveler.  Its  lofty  Montagne 
Pelee  is  hooded  with  clouds  a  great  part  of 
the  time,  but  now  and  then  the  summit  is 
revealed,  a  mass  of  green,  sky  piercing  and 
grand,  supported  by  vasl  flanks  that  sweep 
in  graceful  undulations  to  the  sea.  There 
are  luxuriant  plantations,  dense  and  dark 
forests,  villages  upon  the  high  slopes,  and 
two  picturesque  towns-  St.  Pierre  and  Fort 
de  France-  -along  the  shores.  The  anchor 
of  the  Madima  dropped  into  the  azure  sea, 
and  straightway  a  little  fleet  of  coffin- 
shaped  boxes,  propelled  bv  naked  boys 
each  with  two  little  paddles. 'came  hurrying 
out  to  meet  us.  They  had  come  out  to 
dive  for  coins,  and  soon  they  were  plung- 
ing into  the  harbor  after  little  silver  pieces 
which  the  passengers  lavishly  threw  over- 
board. The  boys  were  quick  to  see  the 
coins  as  they  touched  the  water,  and  tum- 
bled out  of  their  queer  tubs  in  a  wild  scram- 
ble for  them.  Long  before  the  coin  was 
out  of  sight,  they  had  swum  beneath  it,  and 
with  the  speed  of  fishes  reappeared,  holding 
the  treasure  high  uplifted  in  their  hands. 
This  scene  was  repeated  daily  and  at  all 
hours,  and  the  lithe  brown  bodies  of  these 
coin  fishers  became  familiar  objects  about 
the  vessel  while  we  lay  in  the  harbor  of  St 
Pierre.  The  town  is  unique,  a  strange 
mingling  of  Fiance  and  the  tropics.  It 
lies  along  the  curve  of  a  pretty  bay  and  rises 
in  terraces  upon  the  mountain-side.  The 
prevailing  color  of  the  stone  houses  is  a 
golden  yellow,  which  is  set  off  by  red  tiled 
roofs  here  and  there.  A  hurricane  deso- 
lated the  place  a  few  years  since,  and  when 
the  houses  were  rebuilt  many  of  them  were 
roofed  with  corrugated  iron,  which  has  none 
of  the  picturesque  effects  of  the  old  red  tiles. 
Ihe  houses  of  the  town  are  mostly  built 
along  narrow  streets,  and  have  unglazed 
windows,  which  at  night  are  covered  with 
heavy  wooden  shutters,  in  which  there  are 
movable  slats.  The  streets  are  steep  and 
well  paved,  and  through  the  wide  gutters  a 
constant  stream  of  water  pours  down,  carry- 
ing all  the  sewage  to  the  sea.  This  rushing 
mountain  water  is  the  feature  of  the  town  ; 
it  rises  in  numerous  prettv  fountains  and  is 
the  public  scavenger  of  ihe  island.  Men 
with  huge  poles  and  hooks  keep  the  gutters 
from  becoming  clogged  and  clear  the  cess- 
pools at  the  foot  of  the  streets,  which  other- 
wise would  become  stuffed  with  cocoanut 
shells  and  palm  leaves  and  plantain  skins 
and  all  sorts  of  rubbish,  which  are  con- 
stantly thrown  into  these  street  channels. 
Un  the  quay  are  thousands  of  hogsheads  of 
molasses,  and  casks  of  rum  and  bags  of 
sugar,  waiting  shipment  ;  powerful  blacks 
swarm  among  them,  rolling  and  carrying 
them  from  place  to  place.     There  was  not 


much  work  performed  after  our  first  day  in 
Martinique,  lor  it  was  Ihe  festival  of  Mardi 
Gras,  and  the  people  gave  themselves  up  lo 
a  strange  mingling  ul  devotion  and  dissi- 
pation. The  costumes  ol  the  women  are 
fantastic  and  bewildering  at  any  lime,  but 
as  the  festival  advanced  they  became  as  gro- 
tesque and  brilliant  as  any  scene  that  was 
ever  set  upon  the  stage.  The  various  faces 
of  black,  and  red,  and  brown,  and  yellow, 
and  ol  delicate  cream  and  rouge,  were  a 
study  for  a  painter  or  an  ethnologist,  and 
the  straight  bodies  and  easy  swinging  gait 
of  the  unshod  feet  of  most  of  the  inhabi- 
tants produced  a  novel  impression  upon 
the  beholder. 

The  island  contrasts  favorabl  y  with  those 
which  belong  to  ,Great  Britain.    There    is 
none  of  that  abject  poverty  an  d    incessant 
beggary  on  the  French  islands  which  meet 
one  at  every  turn  in  the  English  possessions. 
The  people  have  an  air  of  thrift  and  sell- 
respect  which  finds  expression  in  the  clean- 
liness,   dress    and   taste   displayed  in  their 
streets,  houses  and  costumes.    Some  of  the 
women  are  very  pretty,  and  they  wear  their 
gay  dresses  in  a  style  which  leaves  one  arm 
and  shoulder  bare,  and    with    their    long 
skirts  looped  up  at  the  hips.     A  large  pro- 
portion ol  the  population  are  of  mixed  blood, 
and  have  the  fondness   for  ornaments  and 
display  which  is  common  to  all  half-breeds. 
At  the  cathedral,  a  large   and    handsome 
building  with  a  sweet  chime  of  bells,  I  saw 
a  congregation   which  filled  the  place,  and 
was    composed   like  most  Roman  Catholic 
assemblies,  chiefly  of  women.     Nearly   all 
of  these  wore  yellow  and  green  turbans, 
made  of  Madras  handkerchiefs,    with    one 
end  sticking  out  above  the  regular   rolls   of 
the  silk  or  linen,  like  the  plume  of  a    sol- 
dier's cap.    Some  of  the  women  had  manv 
bracelets  and  bangles  on  their  arms,    chain's 
of  huge  gold  beads  around  their  necks,  and 
curious  earrings  of  three  or  fourcylinders  of 
gold    fastened   to  the  ears  by   enormous 
hoops.    These    heavy    pendants    dragged 
down  the  lobes  of  the  eus  till   it  seemed  as 
if  the  flesh  would  be  torn  through   by  their 
enormous  weight. 

Passing  through  the  avenue  Victor  Hugo, 
which  is  the  main  street  ol  the  city,  one 
morning,  I  overtook  a  crowd  of  boys  who 
were  following  a  rough  and  unkempt  speci- 
men ol  humanity,  who  carried  a  large 
iguana,  which  he  had  caught  in  the  woods. 
He  had  tied  the  clumsy  legs  of  the  reptile 
across  its  back,  and  was  carrying  his  captive 
by-  the  tail.  This  immense  lizard  was  as 
ugly  a  creature  as  lever  saw,  about  three 
feet  long,  with  a  black  coarse  skin  divided 
into  large  diamond-shaped  sections,  a  tri- 
angular head  with  lustreless  eyes,  and  a 
cavernous  mouth.  His  legs  were  long  and 
thick,  and  ended  in  finger-shaped  claws. 
The  animal  is  not  uncommon,  is  not  at  all 
dangerous  to  attack,  and  its  flesh  is  said  to 
be  white  and  very  much  like  chicken.  This 
one  was  sold  by  its  captor  at  the  first  but- 
cher's shop,  and  for  all  I  knowwemiy 
have  eaten  it,  in  some  of  the  highly  season- 
ed ragouts  ol  which  we  partook  while  on 
the  island  —Augustus,  in  New  York  Ob- 
server.

-A  telegram  from  Santiago  yesierday  says  the 
new  cabinet  is  received  with  considerable  coolness 
an.l  reserve,  and  a  short  life  is  rrredicled  for  it.  If 
lite  Chilians  are  not  careful  tliey  win  s,iott  be  at 
each  other's  throats  again. 

—A  Santiago  telegram  of  the  191b  says  that  Dr. 
tdiiar.lo  Videla's  second  altlempt  to  organ  ze  a 
labmei  bad  also  failed.  The  President  had  called 
upon  I).  Edttardo  Matle  lo  undertake  the  task,  but 
thus  far  nolhhig  bad  been  settled.

TRINIDAD  ISLAND. 

Tlllv  CHl'ISK  OK  THE    "AJ.KUTE". 

When  we  were  not  far  from  our  previous 
night's  camp,  we  saw  what  appeared  to  lie 
an  easier  way  up  thy  mountains  than  the 
one  by  which  we  had  come  down.  The  pre- 
cipitous step  at  the  top  of  the  landslip  had 

been  difficult  enough  to  descend,  and  on 
account  of  the  rottenness  of  its  substance 

we  felt  that  the  ascent  might  be  impos- 
sible. 

Whether  this  new  way  of  ours  would 
have  led  us  to  the  plateau  of  tree-ferns 
hlffh  above  us,  I  cannot  tell ;  hut  I  doubt 
it.  At  any  rate,  we  abandoned  it  before 
we  had  satisfied  ourselves  as  to  whether  it 
was  a  practicable  route  or  not,  for  a  most 
excellent  reason  on  Trinidad— the  want  of 
water.  We  had  exhausted  our  bottle,  and 
were  clambering  up  difficult  declivities  on 
our  hands  and  knees,  with  the  tierce  sun 
blazing  down  upon  our  backs.  As  there 
was  no  wind,  the  air  that  lay  on  the  roast- 
ing- rocks  was  so  oppressive 'that  we  had  to 
rest  frequently,  and  lie  on  our  backs  pant- 
ing for  breath. 

I  was  in  the  worse  condition  of  the  two, 
in  consequence  of  the  loss  of  my  hat,  for, 
when  the  thin  handkerchief  I  had  wrapped 
round  my  head  was  dry,  it    was   altogether 

Insufficient  for  protection,  and  I  ran  some 
risk  of  being  struck  down  by  sunstroke  or 
heat-apoplexy. 

Accordingly,  as  we  saw  no  signs  of 
water  above  us,  and  as  it  was  more  than 
likely  that  this  way  would  lead  us  to  inac- 
cessible precipices  which  would  drive  us 
back  again,  we  thought  it  prudent  to  re- 
trace our  steps  before  we  were  quite  ex- 
hausted, and  make  our  way  to  the  stream 
we  knew  of.  We  could  rest  by  it  until  the 
sun  had  dipped  below  the  mountain  tops, 
and  then  resume  our  climb  in  the  shade. 

We  descended  to  the  beach,  and  walked 
along  the_  sands  until  we  came  to  the  rock 
under  which  we  had  camped  on  the  previous 
night,  and  then,  being  opposite  to  our 
ravine,  we  struck  out  inland  towards  it 
across  the  down  of  beans.  We  must  have 
turned  rather  to  the  right  of  the  track  we 
had  followed  on  the  previous  day,  for  we 
suddenly  came  to  a  terrace  of  stones  which 
we  had  not  seen  before,  and  which  had 
evidently  formed  part  of  the  Portuguese 
settlement.  We  clambered  up  this,  and 
then  perceived,  still  further  to  the  right,  the 
ruins  of  several  huts  and  walls,  built  of 
unhewn  stones  and  overgrown  with  creep- 
ing beans.  Most  of  the  huts  were  built  at 
the  edge  of  a  deep  steep  gully.  As  soon  as 
we  saw  this,  the  same  idea  struck  both  of 
us:  the  Portuguese  would  most  certainly 
have  chosen  the  vicinity  of  a  stream  for 
their  settlement,  and  in  all  probability 
there  was  running  water  at  the  bottom  of 
that  gully. 

As  it  would  not  take  us  much  out  of  our 
way  to  satisfy  our  curiosity,  we  climbed 
over  the  bean-covered  rocks  until  we  came 
to  the  edge  of  the  gully,  and,  looking  over, 
saw  to  our  delight  and  astonishment,  not  a 
tiny  issue  trickling  drop  by  drop,  like  most 
of  the  streams  of  these  ravines,  but  a 
regular  little  river  of  sparkling  water, 
rushing  down  with  a  merry  noise  over  the 
stones. 

We  drank  our  fill,  and  found  the  water 
cool  and  delicious,  but  slightly  fishy  in 
flavour,  for  the  large  white  gannets 
thronged  the  hills  above.  This  is  the  most 
considerable  stream  on  the  island,  and  the 
only  one  that  reaches  the  weather  shore, 
all  the  others,  as  I  have  explained,  being 
sucked  up  high  above  by  the  slopes  of 
debris.  This  drains  an  extreme  area,  and 
several  ravines  met  at  the  head  of  the 
gully,  each  contributing  its  share  of  water. 
Among  others  was  one  of  the  ravines  which 
we  had  attempted  to  descend  on  the  pre- 
vious day,  and  which  had  led  us  to  the 
brink  of  the  precipice.  From  below  we 
could  now  see  the  whole  face  of  that  pre- 
cipice—a fearful  wall  of  black  rock,  with  a 
thin  thread  of  water  falling  over  it. 

We  walked  down  the  gully  and  found  that 
the  stream  not  only  crossed  the  down,  but 
flowed  right  across  the  sands  into  the  sea, 
the  volume  of  water  being  too  great  to 
allow  of  its  being  all  swallowed  up  by  the 
thirsty  soil  on  the  way.  We  should  have 
been  more  comfortable  in  our  camp  on  the 
night  before  had  we  known  there  was  a 
stream  so  near  us,  and  would  have  drunk 
our  fill  instead  of  doling  out  to  each  other 
thimblefuls  of  water  with  a  grudging 
hand.  It  was  strange,  too,  that  I  had  not 
discovered  this  river  when  I  was  here 
before.  I  had  then  on  descending  from  the 
.ountains  turned  to  the  right,  even  as  we 
had  done  on  the  previous  day,  and  suffered 
much  from  want  of  water  ;  whereas,  had  I 
turned  to  the  left,  I  should  have  come  upon 
generous  supply  after  a  few  minutes' 
walk. 

This  was,  indeed,  a  most  valuable  dis- 
covery fonts,  for  now,  should  the  supply  of 
water  fail  in  South-west  Bay,  our  working- 
party  would  merely  have  to  cross  the 
Sugarloaf  Col,  and  follow  the  sands  to  this 
river— no  very  arduous  journey. 

The  heat  had  been  so  intense  this  day 
that  our  recent  vain  climb  up  the  mountain 
side  had  somewhat  exhausted  us,  and  we  did 
not  feel  prepared  to  accomplish  the  whole 
of  the  long  journey  to  the  pier  before  dark  ; 
moreover,  the  position  of  the  sun  showed 
us  that  it  was  long  past  noon,  and  we 
should  have  had  to  hurry  along  without  a  1 
pause,  in  order  to  save  our  daylight. 


•  So  we  decided  to  take  it  easily,  and  »e 
lect  a  camp  for  the  night  close"  to  water 
on  the  weather  slopes  of  the  mountains. 
We  should  have  liked  to  remain  where  we 
were,  by  the  river,  in  the  midst  of  the  old 
Portuguese  settlement,  but,  knowing  the 
difficulties  of  the  homeward  journey,  we 
felt  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  proceed 
some  way  further  on  our  road  before  camp- 
ing, and  so  leave  a  shorter  distance  to 
travel  on  the  morrow. 

We  accordingly  left  the  river  side  and 
struck  across  the  downs  to  the  foot  of  the 
ravine  by  which  we  had  descended  on  the 
previous  day.  On  our  way  we  gathered  a 
quantity  oi  beans  for  our  supper. 

We  soon  found  the  ravine,  and  began  to 
ascend  it.  The  foul  white  birds  again 
attacked  us  as  we  climbed  from  rock  to 
rock,  and  the  ugly  crabs  waved  their  pin- 
cers at  us  with  menacing  gestures.  Then 
we  came  to  the  lowest  point  on  the  hill- 
side where  water  is  found.  This  was  at  a 
much  greater  distance  from  the  beach  than 
it  had  seemed  to  be  while  we  were  descend- 
ing on  the  day  before;  for  t\u  stream 
disappears  in  the  soil  at  a  spot  at  least 
000  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and  to 
attain  it  from  below  involves  a  pretty  stiff 
climb. 

We  went  still  higher  up  the  ravine 
until  we  were  close  to  the  place  where  the 
stream  issues  from  the  ground,  a  short 
distance  below  the  foot  of  the  great  land- 
slip of  black  rocks,  Here  we  found  an 
admirable  site  for  our  camp.  This  gully 
as  I  have  explained,  falls  towards  the' 
shore  at  a  very  steep  angle,  the  rocks,  as 
it  were,  forming  a  gigantic  flight  of  steps. 
We  were  now  on  one  of  these  steps,  a  flat 
surface,  about  ten  feet  across,  covered 
with  red  sand.  The  stream  fell  on  to  this 
from  the  step  above,  forming  a  little  cas- 
cade some  twelve  feet  in  height,  and  after 
crossing  <me  side  of  the  flat,  fell  over 
another  wall  of  rock  on  to  the  step  below. 

The  scene  around  us  was  strangely  pic- 
turesque. Our  step  was  simply  a 'small 
ledge  111  this  wilderness  of  broken  black 
rocks,  above  us  and  below  us  were  preci- 
pices and  landslips.  It  was  an  excellent 
situation  for  an  eagle's  nest,  but  not  an 
over-secure  spot  for  a  camp  of  men.  Our 
narrow  bed  would  not  do  for  a  restless 
sleeper  :  to  slip  off  the  edge  of  it  would  in- 
sure a  broken  neck.  A  coarse  grass  grew 
here  and  there  between  the  rocks  by  the 
water  side,  but  there  was  no  other  vegeta- 
tion 011  the  bleak  crags  though  of  course 
the  mysterious  dead  trees,  as  everywhere 
else  on  this  island,  were  lying  thickly  all 
around.  The  foul  birds  and  the  land-crabs 
were  the  sole  inhabitants  of  this  solitude. 
We  now  proceeded  to  make  ourselves  at 
home  for  the  night.  I  collected  the  branches 
and  trunks  of  the  dead  trees  and  built  up 
a  goodly  pile  of  firewood,  while  the  doctor 
prepared  our  supper.  We  had  no  saucepan 
with  us,  so  the  pannikin  had  to  do  duty 
for  one.  In  this  the  doctor  concocted  a 
stew,  the  ingredients  of  which  were  charoue, 
biscuit,  figs  and  Trinidad  beans.  I 
turned  out  to  be  a  far  more  tasty  dish  than 
one  would  have  supposed. 
After  dinner  the 
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of  our  supply  of  r 


aucepan  was  cleaned 
grog  was  served  out  in  it— the  last 
apply  of  rum.  We  had  just  lit  our 
pipes  and  were  settling  ourselves  down  to 
a  comfortable  half-hour's  smoke  and  cha? 
before  turning  in  (to  whom  is  a  pipe  so 
sweet  as  to  one  camping  out  under  the 
stais  after  the  day's  work  ?)  when  suddenly 
the  doctor  cried  out,  "Hullo,  look  at  our 
beds!  '  Hooked,  and  lo  !  to  my  dismay 
those  luxurious  couches  were  under  water 
I  must  explain  that  we  had  pulled  up  a 
quantity  of  grass  and  strewed  it  over  the 
sand,  so  as  to  make  a  snug  soft  sleepW- 
pla.ee  tor  the  night.  While  we  had  been 
enjoying  our  dinner,  the  river,  unobserved 
by  us,  had  risen  considerably,  and  was 
now  flowing  over  that  portion  of  the  step 
whereon  we  had  made  up  our  beds.  There 
had  been  no  rain  to  account  for  this  so  I 
suppose  that  the  sun,  blazing  down  on 
tne  locks,  causes  a  great  evaporation  of 
water  during  the  day,  and  that,  conse- 
quently, the  volume  of  the  streams  is 
greater  after  sunset. 

So  we  had  now  to  put  aside  our  pipes  and 
grog  lor  a  few  moments  and  undertake 
some  necessary  engineering  operations: 
we  cleared  away  a  channel  through  the 
natural  dam  of  grass,  stones  and  sand  at 
the  lower  edge  of  the  step,  and  so  gave  a 
free  passage  to  the  swollen  stream.  The 
flood  subsided  at  once,  and  our  beds  were 
above  water  again.  The  doctor,  then 
aeting.n  his  medical  capacity,  suggested 
that  damp  mattresses  were  unhealthy  ;  so 
we  threw  a  few  handfuls  of  grass  on  the 
top  of  the  sodden  mass,  and  our  beds  were 
what  we  were  pleased  to  call  dry  again. 

We  lit  a  fire  of  the  dead  wood  and  kept 
it  alight  all  night  ;  so  that  wc  could  occa- 
sionally warm  ourselves  by  it  ;  for  a  wind 
bad  sprung  up  at  sunset,  which  swept  up 
the  ravine  from  the  sea,  making  us  feel 
uncomfortably  chilly,  thinly  clad  as  wc 
were  and  having  no  blankets  to  cover  us 
We  soon  found  that  it  would  be  impos- 
sible for  us  both  to  sleep  at  the  same  time, 
for  the  land-crabs  had  smelt  us  out  and 
swarmed  down  upon  H8  from  ;di  sides_ 
We  kept  watch  and  watch  ;  while  one  slept 
the  other  tended  the  tire  and  killed  the 
land-crabs,  as  they  approached,  with  sticks 
and  stones  The  other  crabs,  as  usual, 
fed  on  the  dead.

—The  Argenline  novernment  law  officials  are 
ankiog  'f'>r  regressive  measures  against  loieign 
anarchists. 

—The  «-i"<;  product  of  the  ftrovtiice  of  Men. 
dom,  Argentine,  is  this  yenr  estimated  at  250,000 
pipes,  of  superior  <iunlity. 

—The  French  steamer  Colonia  which  was  sunk 
some  days  ago  in  the  roadstead  of  Montevideo, 
was  successfully  floated  this  morning.  She  will 
he  repaired  at  Montevideo. 

—The  formal  consecration  of  Munsenhor  Cas- 
tellanos  as  archbishop  uf  Huenos  Aires  look  place 
on  the  24th  Inst.,  Archbishop  Casannvas  of  Val- 
paraiso performing  the  sacred  rite.  There  was  a 
large  concourse  of  spectators  and  officials  present. 

—The  Argentine  government  is  putting  some 
of  its  warships  10  practical  test  by  Bending  them 
about  ihe  world  on  lengthy  cruises.  The  g  de 
Julio  it  is  stated  will  leave  next  month  on  a  ciuise 
to  the  Pacific  ocean,  probably  putting  in  at  some 
of  the  Chilian  and  Peruvian  ports  to  see  how  naval 
matters  are  arranged  there. 

—Yesterday  the  President  sanctioned  the  bill 
voted  by  Congress  authorising  the  Great  Southern 
Railway  Company  (Itaqui  a  Quarahim)  10  build 
an  international  biidge  across  the  Rio  Quarahim, 
on  the  Uruguayan  frontier.  This  bridge,  whose 
construction  has  been  delayed  for  years,  will  be  of 
the  greatest  advantage  to  the  railway,  and  to  that 
section  of  Rio  Grande. 

—An  exploration  of  lire  Tierra  del  Faego  region 
is  about  to  be  commenced  under  the  leadership  of 
Professor  Olio  Nordenskjold,  who  will  leave  this 
on  Sunday  next  for  Punta  Arenas.  The  professor 
will  be  accompanied  in  his  researches  l>y  the  bot- 
anist, Sr.  Dusim.  There  is  but  little  doubt  that 
the  paity  will  return  with  some  very  interesting 
data  about  that  practically  unknown  region,— 
Times,  Buenos  Aires. 

— On  various  occasions  we  have  referred  to  the 
gambling  dens  which  infest  some  parts  of  this  city. 
The  police  have  been  almost  helpless,  willingly  or 
otherwise,  in  the  matter,  as  little  or  nothing  has 
been  done  10  put  a  stop  to  the  procedure,  which  is 
in  direct  contravention  of  the  stipulations  of  the 
law.  The  minister  of  the  interior  has  now  how- 
ever taken  the  matter  in  hand,  General  Campos 
has  given  the  ministry  a  fairly  complete  list  of 
those  gambling  centres  which  will  be  visited  and 
dealt  with  as  the  regulations  require, —  Thus, 
Buenos  Aires. 

—The  minister  of  justice  has  shown  an  inclina- 
tion to  reduce  die  number  of  secretaries  attached 
to  the  judges.  In  consequence,  all  the  secretaries 
are  up  in  arms  against  the  proposed  elimination, 
leaving  so  many  of  them  without  lucrative  posts. 
Their  complaints  are  that  at  present  they  are  all 
overworked,  and  never  finish  taking  down  in- 
formes  and  all  sorts  of  items,  which  leaves  them 
no  time  for  rolling  up  cigarettes  and  stretching 
their  legs  across  the  desk.  But  some  of  the  know- 
ing public  think  that  behind  doors  they  are  idle 
enough,  and  if  they  smoked  and  talked  less  there 
might  be  a  little  more  work  done,  and  there  would 
be  no  need  of  waiting  for  'despachos'  months,  and 
sometimes  years. — Times,  Buenos  Aires. 

—A  mild  sensation  has  been  afforded  by  (he 
disappearance  of  Sr.  Da  Costa,  police  commissary 
of  the  3rd  section.  By  a  remarkable  and  quite 
unusual  coincidence  it  seems  that  lie  recently 
issued  vales  or  orders  for  a  considerable  sum,  said 
to  be  $5,000,  without  providing  the  funds  to  meet 
them  when  presented.  The  worthy  gentleman  is 
believed  to  lie  honoring  Buenos  Aires  with  his 
presence,  though  be  is  wanted  here  explain  his 
error.  For  a  chief  of  police  to  leave  a  deficit  of 
$80,000  is  nothing,  and  may  even  be  rewarded 
by  a  consulship  in  England,  but  for  a  commissary 
to  go  wrong  tor  the  paltry  trifle  of  $5,000  is  quite 
out  of  the  question— as  Dogberry  says,  "Most 
tolerable  ami  not  to  be  endured." — Montevideo 
Times,  Nov.  15. 

— Education  in  the  province  of  Buenos  Aires  is 
bad  enough,  but  in  some  of  the  other  provinces 
the  slate  of  the  schools  is  much  worse.  In  many 
instances  whole  districts  are  absolutely  without  a 
school  or  teacher  and  there  is  no  means  whatever 
provided  for  the  instruction  of  children.  In  the 
district  of  Gualeguaycliu  there  are  reported  to  be 
as  many  as  5,000  children  of  sufficient  age  to  go  to 
school  who  aie  without  a  single  school  to  go  10. 
It  is  no  wonder  that  misgovernment  and  a  total 
ignorance  of  the  duties  of  citizens  at  elections  pre- 
vail in  those  districts,  and  that  revolutions  are 
constantly  spoken  of.  If  there  were  a  little  more 
schooling  anil  primary  instruction  spread  in  the 
provinces,  the  duties  of  citizens  would  be  better 
understood,  and  we  should  not  hear  of  so  many 
primitive  practices  in  politics,  whereby  a  few  can 
lead  thousands  by  the  nose.  —  Times,  Buenos 
Aires. 

—Minister  Villnnueva  has  become  a  secretary  of 
state,  fifty  years  before  Ids  time.  Me  summoned 
General  Viejohueno  yesterday  to  his  office,  and 
wanted  him  to  give  news  of  what  he  had  done  in 
Euiope.  The  general,  although  sent  to  Europe 
for  the  expi ess  purpose  of  looking  after  the  con- 
tracts made  for  field  battel  ies,  etc.,  could  not  give 
any  information  as  to  when  said  batienes  would  be 
delivered,  in  what  condition  of  construction  they 
were,  or  anything  connected  with  the  mission  he 
was  sent  fur.  The  general  was  evidently  snrpri-ed 
that  he  should  be  expected  to  know  anyihing  about 
contracts  and  guns.  lie  thought  he  had  been 
sent  to  Europe  on  a  pleasure  excursion,  and  be 
volunteered  the  remark  that  most  of  his  time  had 
been  spent  in  Paris  and  that  he  enjoyed  poor 
health.  The  minister  waxed  hot  and  the  scene 
that  ensued  was  "  a  caution  to  snakes,"  Minister 
Villanueva  subsequently  conferred  with  General 
Roca  on  the  complete  inefficiency  of  the  army 
administration  in  general,  and  of  sundry  generals 
in  particular.—  Times,  Buenos  Aires,  Nov.  14.

We  are  indebted  to  the  Gazcta  de  Noli- 
das  of  tlie  22nd  inst.  who  did  us  the  great 
favor  ol  translating  our  editorial  statement 
in  regard  to  the  Trinidad  and  cable  ques- 
tions which  are  still  exciting  so  much  dis- 
cussion in  tlie  native  press.

When  we 
all  write  and  speak  the  same  language,  be 
it  Volapuk  or  something  else,  we  shall  then 
perhaps  be  (ree  from  the  risk  of  miscon- 
struction from  those  who  do  not  thoroughly 
understand  our  language,  as  is  now  the 
case.  We  shall  not  be  free,  however,  from 
wilful  misrepresentation — but  under  this 
head  tlie  Gazcta  de  Notkias  does  not  enter. 
Our  colleague  will  accept  our  sincere 
thanks,  and  our  best  wishes  for  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  popularity  it  enjoys  and 
deserves. 


On  the  15th  instant  the  Jornal  do  Com- 
mercio  published  an  editorial  article  in 
regard  to  the  supposed  opinions  of  this 
paper  in  regard  to  the  Trinidad  and  cable 
controversy,  which  was  principally  based 
upon  misrepresentations.  As  our  neighbor 
seemed  to  have  lost  both  temper  and 
dignity,  and  also  seemed  to  aim  rather  at 
convicting  us  of  falsehood  than  at  correct- 
ing our  errors,  we  declined  to  continue  the 
controversy.  We  took  particular  pains, 
however,  to  state  our  opinions  on  the 
questions  on  which  we  had  been  misrepre- 
sented, leaving  it  to  our  critics  to  correct 
their  charges  voluntarily,  or  not,  as  it  might 
suit  them  best.  We  expected,  of  course, 
that  the  Jornal  would  certainly  do  us  the 
justice  to  correct  its  misrepresentations,  but 
up  to  the  present  moment  it  has  not  done 
so.  Our  readers  will  therefore  draiv  their 
own  conclusions,  We  had  expected  better 
things  of  the  Jornal  do  Conunerdo,  but 
"from  this  time  forward  "  we  shall  expect 
less. 


We  take  much  pleasure  in  calling  the 
attention  of  our  readers  to  the  exceptionally 
clear  and  concise  exposition  of  the  reasons 
why  exchange  rises  and  falls,  which  appears 
in  another  column.  Mr.  Wileman  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  his  successful  demonstra- 
tion ot  the  problem.  If  there  were  more 
studies  of  this  character  in  place  of  the 
silly  denunciations  of  foreign  banks,-  we 
are  certain  that  the  Brazilian  people  would 
much  sooner  see  their  way  to  remedy  the 


evil.  And,  after  all,  the  remedy  is  easy  to 
find  and  easy  to  put  into  practice.  The 
volume  of  outstanding  currency  must  be 
reduced,  so  that  it  shall  represent  no  more 
than  the  actual  requirements  of  the  people. 
If  the  domestic  interchange  of  products  is 
increased,  then  of  course  more  money  will 
be  requited  unless  the  creation  and  devel- 
opment of  local  banks  supply  the  market 
with  local  credit  documents.  Then,  in 
the  second  place,  the  people  must  produce 
more.  They  can  surely  supply  more  food- 
stuffs than  tiiey  do,  which  would  diminish 
imports  in  that  .direction.  Their  textile 
factories  are  yearly  supplying  more  of  the 
local  demand  for  clothing,  which  also  tends 
to  diminish  imports.  And  they  must  learn 
to  employ  their  own  capital  in  productive 
enterprises,  which  will  tend  to  decrease  the 
drain  of  interest  and  dividends  going  abroad 
on  account  of  foreign  investments.  Instead 
ot  being  spectators  and  consumers,  a  larger 
proportion  ol  the  Brazilian  people  must 
become  workers  and  producers.  Under 
such  conditions,  exchange  will  very  quickly 
move  up  the  scale. 


The  protection  of  an  industry  which  has 
never  done  anything  for  itself,  may  be  con- 
sidered a  very  doubtful  line  of  policy  in 
any  country,  and  yet  this  is  precisely  what 
the  friends  of  the  Goyaz  and  Minas  cattle 
raisers  are  trying  to  do.  The  proposal  to 
tax  River  Plate  cattle  15S000  a  head  for 
their  benefit  was  recently  defeated,  but  they 
have  promptly  replaced  it  by  a  tax  of  10$,- 
000.  If  that  is  lost,  they  will  accept  5$ooo. 
As  the  government  is  sowing  the  public 
funds  broadcast  over  the  country,  they  nat- 
urally want  their  share.  But  what  will  the 
effect  be  on  this  city?  We  shall  either 
have  a  restricted  importation  from  the  River 
Plate,  because  the  margin  of  profit  will  be 
diminished  by  the  amount  of  the  tax,  or  we 
shall  have  dearer  beef.  We  can  not  depend 
upon  the  native  supply,  for  it  is  not  only 
comparatively  small,  but  it  is  in  the  hands 
of  certain  dealers  who  will  exact  the  highest 
possible  price,  or  suspend  shipments.  The 
River  Plate  supply  has  in  great  measure 
broken  the  monopolies  which  these  dealers 
enjoyed,  and  now  Congress,  in  its  wisdom, 
wants  to  restore  them.  Such  a  Congress  is 
a  bane  to  the  country,  a  plague  to  the  peo- 
ple, a  blight  upon  their  progress.  We  are 
now  at  the  beginning  of  tlie  hot  season,  and 
as  our  sanitary  authorities  have  as  usual 
done  nothing  to  put  the  city  in  a  good  de- 
fensive condition,  we  stand  a  very  good 
chance  of  having  an  epidemic  of  yellow- 
fever  to  cope  with.  Of  course  Congress 
knows  this  perfectly  well,  but  this  does  not 
hinder  it  from  proposing  additional  tax- 
ation on  our  food  and  on  all  the  things 
needful  to  combat  such  an  epidemic. 
Good,  wholesome  food  is  one  of  the  first 
and  best  requirements  of  health,  and  yet 
everything  ot  this  description  is  so  heavily 
taxed  that  a  good  income  is  needed  to  live 
with  even  moderate  decency.  How  the 
poor  manage  it,  we  can  not  conceive.  That 
they  succeed  but  indifferently  our  death  rate 
testifies,  to  say  nothing  ot  what  we  see  in 
the  streets.  Fortunately  the  poor  of  Rio 
de  Janeiro  have  no  cold  winters  to  contend 
with,  but  they  apparently  have  no  small  de- 
gree of  hunger  and  an  exceptional  degree 
of  disease  to  meet.  But  of  all  this  the  well 
paid  Congressman  is  Itnconscious !  Al- 
though beef  is  dear  and  often  poor,  he 
calmly  proposes  additional  taxation  on  im- 
ported cattle  so  that  the  stock-raisers  of  the 
interior  can  have  a  monopoly  and  charge 
higher  prices.  Bread  is  also  dear,  but  the 
tax  on  this  must  likewise  be  raised.  Fruits, 
vegetables,  meats  of  all  description,  milk', 
eggs,  fish,  everything  we  consume,  are 
either  scarce,  of  poor  quality,  or  excessively 
dear.  But  this  moves  him  not.  He  wants 
more  money  for  war  material,  for  pensions, 
for  speculators,  for  himself— -and  the  only 
way  to  get  it,  in  his  opinion,  is  to  increase 
taxation.  And  as  it  has  always  been  the 
custom  to  impose  these  burdens  chiefly 
upon  the  necessaries  of  life,  he  places  his 
additional  taxation  on  the  same.  Look  at 
it  as  we  may,  we  can  see  nothing  but  suf- 
fering and  disaster  for  the  country  in  such  a 
policy.  It  ignores  the  health  and  pros- 
perity of  the  people,  the  laws  of  political 
economy,  the  true  interests  of  the  country 
—everything  in  fact,  but  the  selfish  require- 
ments of  a  few  individuals.  How  long 
such  a  policy  can  be  continued  we  do  not 
know,  but  some  day  the  people  may  grow 
wise  enough  to  see  through  the  deception, 
and  then  there  will  be  a  serious  reckoning. 
And  it  will  be  an  anxious  day  for  the  spoils- 
men and  place-hunters  when  it  does  come  ! 


EXCHANGE    W   A    NUTSHELL. 

It  U  scarcely  surprising  that  the  ({rand  public 
should  betray  considerable  Ignorance  of  tlie 
reasons  (or  tlie  fall  in  exchange  since  1889  ;  or 
ihat  it  insists  on  nttiibuting  it  to  extraordinary 
rather  than  to  (lie  natural  and  real  causes  that  alone 
can  determine  the  value  of  the  currency,  because 
the  explanation  of  the  incomprehensible  by  the 
supernatural  is  characteristic  of  ill-trained  mindt; 
but  it  is  certainly  strange  that  in  a  country  that 
counts  so  many  ardent  disciples  of  Positivism, 
there  should  he  none  to  pidnt  out  the  invariable 
antecedent  (as  Comte  terms  it)  ot  this  phenom- 
enon, and  explain  rationally  the  cause  ol  the  de- 
preciation of  the  currency. 

In  ihe  space  ol  a  letter  and  without  infringing 
too  much  on  ynur  space,  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to 
concrete  tlie  principles  of  political  economy  that 
are  more  directly  connected  with  inconvertible  cur- 
rencies ;  but  it  can  be  tried. 

It  will  be  well  to  start  froin  the  principle  that 
only  real  causes  can  affect  the  value  of  the  cur* 
rency  in  a  permanent  manner. 

Speculation,  confidence,  or  want  of  confidence  in 
the  government,  and  politic*,  to  which  public  opin- 
ion insists  in  attributing  the  depreciation  of  the 
currency  (when  it  does  not  blame  the  machinations 
of  those  "diabos  dns  ini>lezes)"  are  not  real  causes, 
and  alone,  or  unassisted,  can  never  effect  more 
than  temporary  oscillations  of  value,  and  never  a 
permanent  rise  or  fall  of  exchange. 

The  value  of  paper  money  is  influenced  by  two 
real  causes  only,  and  to  one  or  other  of  these,  or 
lo  the  two  combined,  must  be  attributed  every 
variation  of  exchange  of  a  permanent  character. 

These  real  causes  are  : 

1st.  The  ratio  between  the  demand  and  supply 
of  the  circulating  medium,  which  determines  its 
local  value  or  the  rate  of  nominal  exchange. 

2nd.  The  equilibrium  of  international  payments 
that  determines  international  exchange. 

The  market  rate  is  the  resultant  ol  these  two 
different  exchanges. 

Nominal  exchange,  or  the  locat  value  ol  the  cur- 
rency, depends  principally  on  the  quantity  in  cir. 
dilation,  which  constitutes  tlie  supply;  the  de- 
mand depends  on  population  and  variations  in  the 
volume  of  its  operations  of  sale  and  purchase. 

If  for  example  when  there  were  Rs.  l6o,OO3,OO0$ 
in  circulation  the  population  was  8,000,000,  and 
the  demand  Rs.  20$ooo  per  head,  exchange  being 
at  par,  the  population  increased  to  16,000,000,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  increase  the  emission  in  pro- 
portion in  order  10  preserve  the  same  value;  if  this 
were  not  done  the  demand  largely  exceeding  the 
supply  the  value  of  the  currency  would  rise  to 
double  if  not  arbitrarily  limited  by  its  official  par 
value. 

The  contrary  would  occur  if  the  emission  were 
doubled  with  no  increase  of  population  or  demand, 
when  the  value  of  the  currency  must  be  depre- 
ciated to  l/z,  and  exchange  fall  proportionately, 
unless  the  oilier  real  cause,  tile  balance  of  inter- 
national payments,  prevented  it. 

International  exchange  depends  on  the  supply 
and  demand  for  bills  of  exchange:  when  the  de- 
mand is  greater  than  the  supply  international  ex- 
change will  fall,  and  vice-versa. 

The  demand  for  bills  is  constituted  by  all  inter- 
national payments  due,  including  the  value  of  im- 
ports, interest  and  amortisation  of  all  loans,  public 
or  yrivate,  guarantees,  dividends  of  foreign  com- 
panies, and  private  remittances  of  every  kind. 

The  supply  is  represented  by  the  value  of  ex- 
ports  and  of  foreign  capital  imported  in  whatever 
shape  it  may  be. 

If  the  resources  which  constitute  the  supply  of 
bills  are  insufficient  to  satisfy  the  demand  o(  inter, 
national  obligations,  international  exchange  must 
fall. 

Let  ns  see  in  what  condition  these  two  equili- 
briums actually  were  in  1894. 

In  1SS9  exchange  stood  at  27  d  and  the  quantity 
of  paper  money  in  circulation  was  Rs.  13(909  per 
capita.  Allowing  lor  an  increase  from  14,250,000 
to  15,600,000  we  find  that  the  emission  had  in- 
creased in  1894  io45$n6! 

This  enormous  increase  of  the  supply,  out  of  pro- 
portion to  any  possible  demand,  (except  from 
speculation),  determined  the  fall  of  nominal  ex- 
change or  the  local  value  of  the  currency. 

In  addition  the  balance  of  international  pay- 
ments also  became  simultaneously  unfavorable, 
owing  10  the  phenomenal  increase  in  the  value  of 
imports  Irom  1889  to  1893,  so  that  the  Passivo  dur- 
ing those  three  years  exceeded  the  Actrvo  by  at 
least  60,000,000$,  and  the  demand  for  bills  largely 
exceeding  the  supply  international  exchange  like 
wise  fell. 

The  effect  of  the  simultaneous  fall  of  nominal 
and  international  exchange  determined  the  rate  of 
the  market  exchange,  which  averaged  10  1-16  d'vd 
1894. 

It  is  therefore  evident  that  it  is  unnecessary  to 
search  for  extraordinary,  or  what  the  Comiistas 
term  'metaphysical'  causes  to  explain  the  fall  of 
exchange  since  1SS9. 

Tins  must  fatally  have  occurred  because  it  obeyed 
two  real  and  positive  causes  ;  the  excess  of  the 
currency  in  circulation  and  the  excess  of  interna- 
tional Passivo  or  annual  debit. 

The  chief  cause  of  the  disproportionate  increase 
of  tlie  Passivo  is  not  the  excessive  government  ex- 
penditure for  those  3  years,  as  ,  only  ordinary  ex- 
peiuliture  has  been  taken  into  account,  but  the  ex- 
cessive importation  which  leaves  no  margin  for 
liquidation  by  exports  of  other  international  obli- 
gations. 

In  consequence  until  the  demand  for  bills  is  per- 
manently balanced  by  the  supply,  not  only  can 
there  be  no  permanent  improvement  in  exchange, 
but  it  must  continue  to  fall  even  lower. 

Foreign  loans  only  produce  a  transitory  equili- 
brium, but  as  soon  as  these  extraordinary  additions 
to  the  supply  of  bills  are  exhausted  exchange  com- 
mences to  fall  again.  The  only  remedy  is  to  di- 
minish imports  and  then  reduce  the  demand  for 
bills;  seeing  that  the  increase  of  exports  is  a  la- 
b'tr  of  time  and  patience.

self, the  plundering  and  oppression  to  which  Cuba 
had  been  always  subjected  under  Spanish  rule. 
He  concluded  by  an  eloquent  appeal  for  sympathy 
with  a  cause  winch  was  identical  with  Hint  cham- 
pioned by  Bolivar,  San  Martin,  Artigas  and  ether 
heroes  of  South  American  independence.  At  the 
conclusion  Dr.  Valdez  Garcia  was  enthusiastically 
cheered  and  congratulated,  having  impressed  his 
audience  equally  by  the  eloquence  of  his  manner 
and  the  soundness  of  his  matter. — Montevideo 
limes,  Nov.  14.

Legislative  Notes 


'  Nov.  18. — Senate, — Barao  do  Ladario  spoke  in 
regard  to  the  frequent  disturbances  on  the  Central 
railway.  He  expressed  astonishment  that  none  of 
the  citizens  who  had  suffered  degrading  torture  in 
the  celebrated  car  No.  136  V  had  shown  sufficient 
courage  to  avenge  their  wrongs  on  ex-Director 
Vespasiano  who  had  inflicted  on  tnem  such  torture. 
It  is  another  proof,  he  said,  of  the  degiee  of  abase- 
ment to  which  Brazilian  character  has  sunk  in 
these  latter  days.  He  alluded  to  the  fact  that  the 
Pais  had  lound  nothing  to  say  in  Vespasiano's 
favor  except  that  tic  had  had  the  magnanimiiy  to 
refrain  from  ruining  the  merchants  and  starving 
the  people  ol  Rio  de  Janeiro  when  it  was  in  his 
power  to  do  so.  He  moved  to  ask  why  Ricardo 
de  Albuquerque  had  been  suspended  from  his 
place  on  that  road.  Senator  Vicente  Machado  de- 
fended ex-Diiector  Vespasianoand  offered  a  substi- 
tute motion.  Both  motions  were  opposed  by 
Senator  Ramiro  Bai  cellos.  Senator  Oiicica  spoke 
on  the  budget  of  the  department  of  finance,  to 
which  he  offered  several  amendments.  One  of 
these  amendments  provides  for  the  coining  of 
nickel  to  the  amount  of  10,000,000$  and  another 
for  appropriating  3,500,000$  for  paying  the  Com- 
panlua  Lloyd  Hrazileiro,  Companhia  dc  Navegncao 
Costeira  and  Lage  Brothers  for  the  vessels  that 
were  used  by  the  government  or  were  taken  and 
destroyed  during  the  naval  revolution.— Chamber 
of  Deputies.— ■The  bill  for  granting  a  pension  of 
300,000$  a  month  to  the  widow  of  Marshal  Porto- 
carrero  gave  rise  to  a  lively  discussion.

Depuiy 
Aurehano  Barbosa  defended  the  bill  for  altering 
schedule  F  of  the  custom-house.  Deputy  Cuper- 
tino de  Siqueira  spoke  on  the  special  appropria- 
tion of  14,519,690$  for  the  Central  railway  and 
that  of  800,000$  for  paying  the  cost  of  60  Brooks 
locomotives. 

Nov.  19.— Senate.—  Senator  Christiano  Oitini 
spoke  on  the  subject  of  the  Central  railway.  The 
budget  ol  the  department  of  finance  was  voted  in 
3rd  discussion  with  amendments.  Senator  Oilicica 
withdrew  his  amendment  for  coining  nickel  to  the 
amount  of  10,000,000$. — Chamber  oj  Deputies. — 
Depuiy  Aureliano  Barbosa  spoke  on  the  bill  for 
altering  schedule  F  ol  the  custom-house.

Depuiy  Mariano  Ramos 
defended  the  bill,  which  was  also  defended  by 
Deputies  Carlos  de  Novaes  and  Noguelra  Paran- 
agua.  Deputy  Bueno  de  Andrade  spoke  against 
the  special  appropriation  for  the   Central  railway. 

Nov.  20.— Senate.—  Senators  Leopoldo  do  Bui- 
Sloes  and  Quinlino  Bocayuva  spoke  on  the  budget 
of  the  department  of  foreign  affairs.     The  latter 


said  that  he  felt  certain  that  England  sooner  or 
later  would  give  up  the  island  ol  Trinidad.  He 
was  unwilling  to  accept  arbitration  in  regard  to 
this  island,  but  would  willingly  accept  it  in  regard 
to  the  boundary  between  Brazil  and  British  and 
French  Guiana.  He  complained  very  much  of  the 
contemptuous  manner  with  which  Brazil  is  treated 
by  France.

It  also  voted 
in  3rd  discussion  a  deficiency  appropriation  of 
819,000$  and  an  appropriation  of  3,71 7,661  $260  for 
the  government  of  the  federal  dUtiict,  and  in  2nd 
discussion  the  special  appropriation  of  76,000$  for 
the  penal  colony  ol  Dois  Rios  and  the  deficiency 
appropriation  of  7,616,9931250.—  Chamber  ef 
Deputits,— Deputy  Beuedicto  Lei'e  spoke  on  the 
bill  on  the  deposits  made  in  Ihe  treasury  by  banks 
ol  issue.  It  is  indispensable,  lie  saul,  to  learn  the 
opinions  of  the  minister  of  finance  and  of  the  pre- 
sident  of  the  Banco  da  Republics  on  this  subject. 
Deputy  Bueno  de  Andrade  spoke  against  the  special 
appropriation  for  the  Central  lailway.  lie  con. 
tended  that  the  present  rolling  stock  of  the  road  is 
sufficient  to  carry  8  times  the  quantity  of  freight 
which  the  road  now  receives.  Deputy  Vespasiano 
defended  his  administration  as  director  of  the  road. 
Deputy  Serzedello  introduced  a  bill  for  relieving 
the  family  of  the  late  Col.  Olyinpio  Ferraz  from 
the  obligation  of  repaying  the  money  which  had 
been  advanced  by  the  government  to  that  officer. 
Deputy  Eduardo  Ramos  introduced  a  bill,  signed 
by  himself  and  five  others,  empowering  the  govern- 
ment to  grant  a  premium  of  300,000$  in  gold  for 
aw  efficacious  remedy  for  yellow  fever.

Nov.  21.— Senate.—  Senators  Severino  Vieira 
and  Barao  do  Ladario  spoke  on  the  deficiency 
appropriation  of  7,6i6,993$25o  for  the  navy  depart- 
ment. The  latter  said  that,  while  having  full  con- 
fidence in  the  integrity  of  the  minister  of  (lie  navy, 
he  fears  that  he  is  badly  advised.  Senator  Joa.0 
Neiva  said  thai  in  the  question  of  warrant  ensigns 
there  reigns  the  inmost  confusion,  There  are 
ensigns  appointed  by  governors,  by  district  com- 
manders, by  commanders  of  the  forces  in  the  field, 
even  by  the  minister  at  Montevideo.  In  Matto 
Grosso  one  soldier  was  appointed  ensign  on  the 
very  day  of  his  enlistment.  Many  persons  were 
made  ensigns  lor  services  which  they  had  never 
rendered.  Cadets  admitted  into  ihe  military  school 
during  the  revolution,  were  immediately  promoted, 
while  other  cadeis,  much  better  qualified  for  office, 
were  left  without  promotion.  Many  of  the  wairaut 
ensigns  are  ulteily  undeserving.  Dining  the  Para- 
guayan war  only  the  commander-in-chief  was  per- 
mitted to  appoint  warrant  ensigns. — Chainlet  of 
Deputies.— 'Deputy    Paula    Ramos   spoke  on    the 

aueslion  of  immigration.  Deputy  Coelho  Cintra 
efended  his  amendment  to  the  hu  Iget  of  the  de- 
partment of  industry  for  port  improvements  at 
Pernambuco.  Deputy  Flavio  de  Araujo  oppose.! 
the  bill  for  restoring  Dr.  Serzedello  to  his  rank  in 
the  army  and  to  his  professorship  in  the  military 
school.  He  moved  that  the  bill  should  be  referred 
to  the  budgel  and  legislation  commitiees.  He  is 
opposed,  he  said,  to  personal  legislation,  and  he 
regrets  to  see  that  every  day  brings  new  disappoint- 
ments to  those  who  had  sincerely  accepted  the 
republic.  Deputy  Vergne  de  Abreu  introduced  a 
bill  appropriating  1,000,000$  for  an  exhibition  for 
celebrating  the  four  hundredth  anniversary  ol  the 
discovery  of  Brazil.  The  Senate's  amendments  to 
the  budget  of  the  navy  department  were  put  to  the 
vote,  some  of  them  being  adopted  and  others  re- 
jected. 

Nov.  22— Senate. — Barao  do  Ladario  moved  to 
ask  for  information  in  regard  to  money  advanced 
by  the  government  to  officers  ol  ihe  army  and  navy.

A  Porto  Alegre  telegram  of  the  23rd  inst.  says 
that  ihe  1st  district  court  has  decided  the  question 
between  the  Companhia  Hydraulics  Poito  Ale- 
grense  and  Major  Jose  Vicente  Silva  Telles  in 
favor  of  the  latter,  who  is  consequently  to  receive 
from  the  company  the  sum  of  i6o,ooo$ooo.  If  we 
are  correctly  informed,  Col.  Facttndo  Tavares  was 
manager  of  the  Companhia  Ilydiaulica  and  it  was 
generally  believed  that  his  tenacious  opposition  to 
the  claim  of  Major  Silva  Telles  led  to  the  attack 
on  bis  house  by  the  police  Nov.  1,  1892,  when  his 
two  sons  were  killed  and  lie  was  wounded  and  ar- 
rested.

— The  police  force  that  was  guarding  theCential 
railway  was  replaced  last  night  by  a  detachment  of 
regular  troops. 

—  Il  is  reported  that  Dr.  Fernando  Abbott, 
Brazilian  minister  at  Buenos  Aires,  has  tendered 
his  resignation. 

— On  Saturday  the  Senate  confirmed  ttie  appoint- 
ment of  Pi.  Tonaulm  Antunes  de  Figueiredo  to  tiic 
Supreme  Tribunal. 

— A  resolution  lias  been  presented  to  ihe  Senate 

Erolonging   ihe   present    congressional  session   lo 
'ecember  20th  next, 

— The  new  director-general  of  the  posioffice, 
Dr.  Emygdio  Adolplio  Victorio  da  Costa,  will  as- 
sume charge  to-morrow. 

—It  is  announced  this  morning  that  the  resigna- 
tion of  Dr.  Fernando  Abbott  as  minister  at  liuenos 
Aires  lias  been  confirmed. 

—  Colonel  Firngibc  lias  been  declared  lo  be  fit 
for  active  service  and  will  probably  be  soon  as- 
signed lo  some  command, 

— 'Hie  minister  of  foreign  affairs  and  liarao  de 
Capanema  have  lately  been  in  consultation,  pre- 
sumably over  the  Misiones  boundary  survey. 

— During  the  2nd  hall  of  October  theie  were  in 
this  city  100  marriages,  560  births,  S48  deaths, 
12,600  arrivals  in  port  and  11,539  departures. 

—The  government  lias  given  instructions  for  dis- 
charging ail  soldiers  who  have  completed  iheir 
term  of  service  in  the  army  except  those  in  Rio 
Grande  do  SnI. 

—The  Jomal  do  Commetcio  continues  to  repeat 
its  false  assumptions  of  the  15th.  A  lie  well  de- 
fended is  as  good  as  the  truth,  seems  to  be  ihe 
motto  of  the  Jomal. 

—A  telegram  from  Sao  Paulo  published  in  this 
morning's  papers,  says  that  it  is  known  there  that 
the  British  government  lias  not  proposed  arbitra- 
tion in  the  Trinidad  case. 

—The  government  has  repealed  ihe  illegal  de- 
cree issued  by  Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto  on  May 
II,  1894,  depiiving  Cap.  Bueno  Brandfio  of  his 
professorship  in  the  naval  school. 

—It  is  stated  that  the  lerin  of  service  ol  over 
1,000  soldiers  has  recently  expired.  Except  those 
serving  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  ihe  minister  uf  war 
lias  ordered  their  prompt  discharge. 

— A  national  guard,  in  uniform,  was  captured 
yesterday  in  ihe  act  of  breaking  into  a  house  in  S. 
Francisco  de  Xavier.  And  when  arrested  lie 
attempted  to  defend  himsell  with  a  razor. 

—There  is  announced  a  new  book  on  life  in 
Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto's  political  prisons.  It 
is  written  by  Dr.  Pedro  da  Camara,  nephew  of  the 
deceased  Viscomle  de  Pelotas,  who  was  one  of  ihe 
political  prisoners. 

— Capt.  Alexandiino  de  Alencar,  commander  of 
the  Aquidaban  during  ihe  naval  revolution,  is  ex- 
pected to  arrive  herein  a  few  days.  He  leaves 
his  two  daughters  (whose  maternal  grandmother, 
by  ihe  way,  was  an  American  lady)  at  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul. 

—  On  Saturday  Ihe  Supreme  Court  refused  to 
grant  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  favor  of  six  alleged 
counterfeiters.  Judges  Ameiico  Lobo  and  Lucio 
de  Mendonca,  who  usually  refuse  habeas  corpus  to 
political  prisoneis,  voted  in  this  case  in  favor  of 
granting  it.

The  telegram 
also  states  that  the  proposal  had  been  well  re- 
ceived in  Anglo- Brazilian  circles. 

—  1  he  Jomal  do  Commircio  gave  us  a  shock  this 
morning  hy  staling  that  a  project  was  presented  to 
the  Senate  yesterday  "proroguing  the  present 
legislative  session  to  the  20th  dav  of  die  current 
year.  Will  the  Jomal  tell  us  where  to  look  for 
that  date  on  the  calendar. 

—The  Jomal  of  the  22nd  denies  ihat  it  is  trying 
to  make  diplomacy  thiough  the  press,  hut  that  it 
is  seeking  simply  to  obtain  news  and  make  com- 
ments on  the  same.  Quite  so;  but  how  about 
misrepresentations  and  offensive  comments  on 
ihem  ?  These  surely  do  not  come  under  the  head 
of  "news." 


—It  is  announced  that  lh«  Cruiser  Benjamin 
CotutiWt  is  being  prepared  for  a  voyage  of  in- 
struction in  December  next, 

—On  Saturday  there  were  admitted  into  the 
Miserieordia  hospital  two  negroes,  both  said  to  be 
over  100  years  old,  who  bad  arrived  thai  day  on  a 
Central  railway  [rain  from  the  sta'ionof  Mendes. 

—There  was  a  meeting  of  Spanish  residents  of 
this  city  on  ihe  201I1  lo'r  the  purpose  of  completing 
an  organisation.  One  ol  the  steps  taken  Is  amus- 
ing, for  it  is  nothing  less  than  the  nomination  of  a 
committee  to  receive  and  publish  the  official  news 
sent  out  by  the  Spanish  government  in  regard  to 
Cuban  events. 

— The  government  has  annulled  the  decrees, 
illegally  issued  by  ihe  government  ol  Marshal 
Floriano  Pehof,  depiiving  of  their  professorships 
in  the  military  schools  ol  tins  city  and  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul  Col.  Kspirilo  Santo,  Major  Alcides  Bruce, 
Major  Pedro  de  Castro  Aranjo,  Captain  Eurico  de 
Oliveiraond  others. 

— The  delay  in  our  issue  last  week,  we  feel  com- 
pelled to  say,  was  not  due- to  the  hostile  demons- 
tration made  by  the  Jomal  do  Comtuerch,  but  to 
Ihe  eccentricities  of  our  gas  motor.  It  dues  these 
things  on  principle,  which  is  not  the  case  with  our 
colleague,  and  we  have  no  other  recourse  than 
that  o|  patient  submission. 

—  During  the  past  week  the  President  has  re- 
voked olher  illegal  ami  unjust  acts  of  ihe  dictator, 
by  which  various  official*  and  professors  were  dis- 
missed from  their  posts.  The  minister  of  finance 
has  also  reinstated  various  employes  of  his  depart- 
ment who  were  similarly  dismissed.  It  must  be 
wormwood  and  gall  to  Die  "floriauistas"  to  wit- 
ness these  acts  of  justice. 

— The  Brazilian  navy  now  comprises:  2  1st- 
class  ironclads  ;  3  2nd. class  ironclads  (of  which  2 
are  unfinished];  5  ist-class  cruisers  in  service 
and  3  under  construction  in  Europe;  5  2nd-class 
cruisers  hi  service  and  1  under  construction  at  Rio 
de  Janeiro;  7  31'd-class  cruisers ;  1  torpedo- 
catcher;  13  torpedo  boats  In  service  and  3  under 
construction  In  Europe;  13  gunboats;  and  6  river 
dispatch  boats. 

— That  ihe  people  should  refuse  to  celebrate 
days  whose  importance  is  purely  official  is  not  a 
cause  for  either  astonishment  or  regret;  but  that  a 
dav  like  the  23rd  nl  November  (anniversary  of  the 
fall  of  Deodoro's  dictatorship),  which  is  one  of  the 
most  glorious  dates  in  Ihe  history  of  Brazil,  should 
pa-s  almost  entirely  unnoticed,  is  certainly  a  lact 
that  cannot  fail  lo  be  deplored  by  all  who  are 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  country. 

—We  are  glad  to  slate  that  the  government  has 
annulled  the  illegal  decree,  issued  by  the  govern- 
ment of  Marshal  Floriano  Peixolo,  depriving  Pro- 
fessor Allied  Alexander  of  his  place  in  the  Gym- 
nasio  Nacioiial  as  an  enemy  ol  the  republic  and  a 
traitor  to  the  country.  The  real  cause  of  Prof. 
Alexander's  dismissal  was,  we  understand,  the  as- 
sistance which  he  rendered  lo  Mr.  Alters,  the 
Times  correspondent,  in  his  endeavor  to  estab- 
lish a  Red-Cross  hospital  during  the  naval  revo- 
lution. Pailicipaiiou  in  so  humane  an  idea  seems 
to  have  constituted  an  unpardonable  offense  in  the 
eyes  of  the  government  ol  the  dictator. 

— The  socialists,  as  they  call  themselves,  are 
again  attempting  to  effect  an  organization  in  tins 
country.  They  have  begun  the  publication  of  a 
paper,  called  the  Operario,  and  are  seeking  to  ex- 
tend their  mistaken  views  through  the  working 
classes.  There  is  much  cause  for  complaint 
among  woikingmen,  and  among  the  poor,  and 
there  is  also  much  truth  in  the  claims  of  socialist 
leaders,  but  it  is  a  mistake  to  follow  the  lead  of 
ignorant  agitators  and  lo  seek  to  destroy  that 
which  our  present  civilization  has  brought  into 
existence.  The  workingnian  will  be  the  first  lo 
suffer  Iroui  the  success  of  these  mad  schemes. 

— It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  Col,  Ptres  Ferreira, 
senator,  considers  it  impertinent  for  Congress  to 
inquire  what  advances  have  been  made  lo  army 
anil  naval  officers.  As  such  advances  are  not 
made  with  legi-lative  authorization,  they  are  il- 
legal ;  and  as  they  are  made  from  public  funds, 
destined  for  other  purposes,  they  aie  criminal.  It 
is  a  singular  idea,  surely,  that  an  inquiry  is  im- 
pertinent I  Perhaps  a  judicial  inquiry  would  suit 
the  colonel  better  I  According  to  another  senator 
the  total  of  these  advances  amounts  to  only  6,000,- 
000$,  and  it  will  be  offensive  to  ihe  honor  of  these 
officers  to  have  the  inquiry  go  on  !  Great  Scott  ! 
—According  to  the  semi-monthly  bulletin  of 
military  statistics,  the  mortality  in  this  cily  for  the 
last  half  of  October  shows  a  considerable  increase 
over  the  first  half,  or  84S  against  7G5  deaths. 
Small-pox  also  showed  an  increase,  159  against 
140,  and  yellow-fever  12  against  5.  From  the  fig- 
ures compared  we  compile  the  following  totals  for 
the  month  :  total  number  of  deaths  1,613  ;  from 
small-pox  30S  (not  including  96  in  Jurujuba  hos- 
pital); yellow-fever  17  ;  diphtheria  3  ;  measles  2; 
ben-ben  13  ;  typhoid  lever  5  ;  malarial  diseases 
140;  pulmonary  consumption  235.  The  average 
death  rate  was  52  a  day,  or  at  the  rate  of  34^  per 
thousand  per  annum, 

—A  Reuler  telegram  from  Buenos  Aires,  dated 
Oct.  22,  says  that  "Admiral  Mello,  General  Sil- 
veira,  and  Martin  will  return  to  Rio  de  Janeiro 
next  mouth."  We  refer  ihe  matter  to  the  South 
American  Journal  which  has  been  sorely  distress- 
ed lately  over  ihe  inaccurate  news  received  via 
New  York  and  Galveston.  We  may  add  just  here, 
lor  the  information  of  those  who  are  not  familiar 
with  the  names  of  Brazilian  public  men,  that 
"General  Silveira,  and  Martin"  refers  to  Council- 
lor Silveira  Martins,  who  is  not  a  general  (not  even 
of  the  provisional  government  type),  and  who  is 
well  enough  known  in  Buenos  Aires  and  London 
to  make  this  mistake  inexcusable. 

—It  is  really  a  wonder  how  the  public  can  con- 
tinue  lo  give  credit  to  newspaper  information  in 
view  of  the  negligence  and  worse  which  character- 
ize a  great  part  of  its  work.  As  an  illustration, 
the  settlement  of  the  Stokes  case  hy  the  Congo 
free  state  has  already  produced  the  following  vari- 
ations among  our  Brazilian  exchanges  :  the  name 
—Stokes,  Slakes  and  Stocks;  the  indemnity — 
1,500,000  bancs,  150,000  francs,  /l5o,ooo  and 
$150,000.  Of  all  the  work  done  Tor  the  public, 
that  of  journalism  should  he  the  most  carefully 
done.  It  is  not  only  the  principal  source  from 
which  the  public  derives  its  information,  but  it  is 
a  means  of  education  and  an  important  influence 
upon  legislation. 


—The  Senate  made  a  serious  blunder  yesterday. 
It  threw  out  ihe  application  of  Ilarao  do  I.adano 
for  information  in  regard  to  Joaquhn  Fretre,  and 
then  passed  the  resolution  sent  up  by  ihe  Deputies 
granting  him  a  year's  leave  of  absence.  The  man 
appears  to  lie  utterly  unworthy  of  litis  considera- 
tion. He  is  charged  with  all  descriptions  of  In- 
trigue and  libel  and  is  said  to  have  been  a  party  to 
some  of  the  most  shameful  acts  of  the  last  govern- 
ment.

PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED. 
Annual  Report  of  Dr.  Barnardo's  Homes  lor 
1894.  This  icport,  which  is  ihe  29th  issued,  is  ar. 
interesting  exposition  of  a  remarkable  English 
charily.  These  "homes"  are  devoted  10  the  re- 
ception of  homeless  children,  to  their  education 
and  to  their  training  for  some  trade.  From  the 
funds  provided,  schools,  shops,  farms,  nurseries 
and  hospitals  are  maintained,  and  deserving  boys 
and  girls  are  sent  out  lo  lite  colonies  where  em- 
ployment is  provided  them.  It  is  a  charity  of  the 
better  kind,  for  it  trains  these  poor  waifs  to  he 
honest  and  industrious,  and  it  provides  them  with 
trades  and  employment.  It  is  sensible  and  prac- 
tical. According  to  this  report  5,000  children  of 
all  ages  and  classes  were  residents  of  these 
"homes."  In  1894  they  dealt  with  12,393  cases, 
of  whom  7,999  were  fresh  applications.  Ninety- 
six  of  the  children  admitted  were  infants,  and  52 
were  incurable,  crippled,  blind  and  deaf  mutes. 
Free  lodgings  were  supplied  lo  14,806  homeless 
children,  and  free  rations  to  128,261.  In  that 
year  724  trained  boys  and  girls  were  sent  lo  lite 
colonies,  making  a  total  of  7,310  since  the  begin- 
ning. And,  what  is  specially  remarkable,  is  lite 
circumstance  that  the  people  of  Great  Britain  gave 
lo  this  one  cbaiity  during  1894  no  less  than  ^150,- 
291  12s.  gd.  1  It  is  not  only  a  credit  to  Dr.  Bar- 
nardo,  the  founder  of  so  practical  a  charity,  but 
pre-eminently  so  lo  the  English  people  who  are 
giving  it  so  generous  a  support.

—In  the  state  of  Maranhao  there 
and  weaving  factoiies. 

—  A  large  boot  and  shoe  factory  began  work  in 
Curiiyba  on  ihe  23rd  inst. 

—the  electric  light  has  been  formally  inau- 
gurated in  Rio  Claro,  Sao  Paulo. 

—A  catalogue  of  the  exhibits  at  the  industrial 
exposition  is  promised  fortius  week. 

—A  movement  is  on  foot  for  an  exposition  in 
Sao  Paulo  in  1S9S.  It  is  said  that  Senator  Campos 
Salles  is  promoting  the  scheme. 

—The  minister  of  finance  is  proposing  to  stop 
the  collection  of  import  duties  on  fertilizers  now 
collected  by  ihe  state  government  of  Ceaia. 

—It  is  stated  that  a  case  of  matches  which  costs 
in  Europe  about  100$,  reaches  the  importer  in 
tins  city  so  burdened  with  expenses,  including 
import  duties,  that  its  cost  is  increased  to  nearly 
300^000. 

—The  official  value  of  the  merchandise  imported 
into  this  country  from  the  United  States  in  1S94 
and  dispatched  free  of  duties  under  (he  reciprocity 
treaty  was  14,525,2841670,  on  which  the  duties 
and  expcdien/e  charges  would  have  been  2,602.- 
7i4$l9S. 

_  —One  of  our  Siro  Paulo  exchanges  says  that  the 
directors  of  the  Mogyana  railway  have  accepted 
the  proposal  of  Messrs.  Wilson  Sous  &  Co.  Ld. 
for  supplying  that  road  with  coal  for  a  period  of 
one  year.  The  yearly  supply  will  amount  to  about 
2,000,000$, 

—In  view  of  the  worse  than  wretched  service 
which  Ihe  public  has  received  from  the  custom- 
house  and  posioffice,  would  it  not  be  well  (or  ihe 
merchants  of  this  city  to  withhold  their  customary 
Christmas  subscription  for  the  current  year  ?  Why 
should  they  reward  these  men  on  Christmas  for 
all  their  neglect  and  insolence  ?

To  such  a 
point  have  the  abuses  of  ihe  custom-house  been 
canied  that  no  merchant  knows  when  his  goods 
will  be  dispatched,  nor  what  exaction  will  be  made 
upon  him.  These  public  employe's  work  when 
they  please  and  ns  little  as  they  wish.  They  do 
not,  ns  a  rule,  do  a  square  hour's  work  in  the  day. 
The  inspector  should  require  eight  hours  service 
from  ihem  and  not  only  a  rigid  attention  to  their 
duties  but  also  a  certain  show  of  politeness  to 
everyone  transacting  business  with  them, 

— Some  of  our  native  colleagues  have  at  last 
awakened  to  the  abuses  committed  by  the  munici- 
pal officials  in  regard  to  trifling  repairs  in  Ihe 
buildings  of  this  city,  requiring  licenses  for  such 
repairs  as  papering,  painting,  etc.  We  called 
attention  to  the  matter  months  ago.  The  require- 
ment is  not  only  vexatious  and  sometimes  preju- 
dicial, but  it  is  clearly  illegal.  If  a  man's  house 
is  his  castle,  then  surely  he  can  paper  a  room,  or 
hang  a  picture,  or  paint  a  wall  at  his  own  sweet 
pleasure.  If  he  can  do  these  things  only  after 
obtaining  permission  from  the  municipality,  wait- 
ing n  month  or  two  besides,  then  it  would  be  well 
to  take  down  the  sign  "  Repubhca," 

—Inasmuch  as  the  inspector  of  the  custom- 
house says  that  he  has  no  knowledge  of  the 
departure  of  eonferentes  and  entry  clerks  before 
the  closing  hour  (3  p.m.)  and  as  no  complaints 
have  been  made  to  him  of  delays  in  the  dispatch 
of  merchandise,  would  it  not  be  well  were  the 
merchants  to  at  once  send  in  their  complaints 
when  they  are  not  properly  attended  lo  ?  We 
know  that  Ihe  complaints  are  not  made,  and 
simply  because  it  is  felt  that  they  will  not  do  any 
good.  We  know  also  lhat  the  dispatch  clerks 
dare  not  say  a  word,  no  matter  how  remiss  the 
eonferentes  may  be,  for  it  means  a  loss  of  their 
employment. 

— The  Chamber  of  Deputies  is  playing  a  peril- 
ous game,  seeking  to  still  aggravate  by  taxation  a 
situation  which  is  already  very  unfavorable  to  the 
population  of  this  capital.  The  impost  upon  live 
cattle  and  jerked  beef  is  unpairioiic  and  impolitic. 
Life  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  already  extremely  dear  ; 
commerce,  burdened  by  customs  tariffs,  which 
constitute  the  source  of  the  principal  revenue  of 
the  treasury,  is  embarrassed  not  only  by  the  rale  of 
exchange,  so  much  below  its  normal  level,  but 
principally  by  its  fluctuations,  neither  always  ex- 
plainable, is  seeking  to  protect  itself  against  pos- 
sible losses  by  elevating  the  prices  of  merchandise 
to  the  calculable  limit  of  the  said  fluctuations. 
The  aggregate  of  importation  of  articles  necessary 
to  life  is  considerable,  and  the  equilibrium  of  the 
commercial  balance  is  difficult  to  establish  before 
the  figure  of  production  is  sensibly  increased,  which 
can  not  be  done  from  one  moment  to  another. 
Add  to  this  lhat  our  principal  product  of  exporta- 
tion, coffee,  seems  to  have  arrived  at  its  maximum 
of  consumption  in  the  world,  and  it  is  not  from 
this  that  the  improvement  in  our  situation  will 
come.— "  Cousas  Poliiicas,"  Gazeta  de  Notteias, 
Nov.  25. 

—When  the  purpose  of  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment to  take  over  the  Western  and  Brazilian  cables 
was  announced,  the  Nacion  of  Buenos  Aires  dis- 
cussed ihe  question  at  some  length.  To  show  that 
fears  exisled  and  complaints  were  made  in  regard 
to  Brazilian  fiscalisalion  (the  Jomal  will  please 
note  that  this  was  not  invented  by  the  News)  we 
make  the  following  extract : 

"The  government  of  the  United  States  of  Brazil 
proposes  to  buy  a  part  of  the  cable  and  telegraph 
lines  belonging  to  the  Western  and  Brazilian  Tele- 
graph Company.  The  budget  of  ihe  Brazilian 
republic  for  1S95  shows  the  credit  destined  for  this 
acquisition.  As  soon  as  the  news  of  this  fact  arrived 
here,  it  was  immediately  given  a  great  importance. 
There  were  not  lacking  those  who,  either  from 
conviclion  or  interest,  gave  a  cry  of  alarm,  saying 
that  there  would  thenceforth  be  delays  in  transmis- 
sion, fiscalisation  of  the  dispatches  and  immense 
prejudices  caused  lo  commerce.  Others  still  went 
further  and  predicted  an  incalculable  number  of 
evils  which,  in  case  of  a  conflict,  would  result  for 
this  country,  through  the  acquisition  and  free  con- 
trol by  Brazil  of  the  lines  of  the  Western  and 
Brazilian  Telegraph  Company.  We  are  informed 
that  ihe  authorities  are  studying  the  question.  It 
is  to  be  supposed  that  they  are  the  most  interested 
in  finding  out  the  importance  which  the  mentioned 
acquisition  might  have  for  this  country  should  it  be 
realised."

—The  Banco  da  Republics  is  busily  engaged  in 
issuing  ils  new  beer  labels  to  substitute  called-in 
notes.  It  is  a  great  pity  that  notes  so  ugly  are  to 
be  scattered  throughout  the  country.  They  are 
bad  enough  to  make  a  matuto  shiver. 

—The  slate  legislature  ol  Espiritd  Santo  has 
authorized  the  president  of  ilmt  stale  to  contact 
wilh  some  bank  for  the  issue  ol  mortgage  bunds 
10  Ihe  Amount  of  s,ooo,ooo$ooo  lor  loans  to  plan- 
ten.  The  state  guarantees  6%  into  est  on  the 
bonds  thus  issued. 

—The  minister  of  finance  has  asked  his  colleague 
the  minister  of  industry,  to  take  measures  to  com- 
pel  the  CompanbU  Metropolitan*  to  pay  in  /cor 
ox.  8rf.  on  account  of  fiscaluatjon  and  legalizing 
consular  documents.  The  Metropolitans  is  the 
company  engaged  in  importing  colonists. 

—The  October  receipts  of  the 'Porto  Alegre 
custom-house  amounted  to  I,296.798$i52.  against 
l,044,88i$ooi  in  the  same  month  in  1894.  The 
deposits  supplied  91,2571092  nf  this  total.  The 
schedule  import  duties  amounted  to  655. 442$44"! 
and  the  surtaxes  on  the  same  to  354,947$366. 

—On  the  19th  Senator  Oiticica  withdrew  bis 
amendment  authorizing  the  coining  of  10,000  000$ 
ill  nickel  abroad.  He  had  learned  through  Sena- 
lor  Bocayuva,  probably,  ihnl  there  is  an  abund- 
ance of  ihe  coin  at  the  mint.  His  next  motion 
should  lie  to  instruct  some  treasury  official  lo  hire 
a  cart  and  go  afier  it.
